REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


Six of last year’s teachers are continuing with us this 
year. Both of the new teachers are trained and were 
without experience when they came to us. The general 
condition of the schools is as good as it has been at any 
time since I have been in Loudon. 


The average membership last year was 143, the largest 
I think, it has ever been, and it seems likely that it will 
be somewhat larger than that for the current year. 


The constantly increasing number of our graduates who 
are attending high school is in itself an indication that 
our teachers have not been failing in their work. 


In continuing our program for the improvement of our 
buildings a great deal of work has been done on the White 
school house. New windows have been placed on the left 
side of the pupils with new curtains of a type which makes 
it possible to use all the light available. New black-boards 
have been put in. The front of the building has one en- 
trance door opening into a good-sized hall. At each end 
of this hall is a toilet room of ample size. The latest type 
of chemical toilets have been installed and they are en- 
tirely satisfactory. The chemical for two toilets in a 
school of this size will cost about $14.00 a year. No odor 
arises from these toilets and no flies swarm around them. 
The maintenance cost is hardly more than that of an 
ordinary earth closet properly cared for and cleaned out 
as frequently as it should be. I urge citizens to inspect 
these toilets, the first to be installed in Loudon schools. 


It is planned to complete the lighting at the White school 
next year by putting more windows in the back of the 
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room. At the Pearl school ventilators should be put into 
both toilets and a new seat in the boys’ toilet. After these 
small matters have been attended to the balance of the 
money raised for alterations at the coming meeting should 
be used in remodelling the Village school-house.
